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Claims 1-36 are pending in this application. 

DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aoki et al. (US 
4,564,586). 

Aoki et al. (US' 586) teaches a composition comprising a coupler having a formula (I) 
(see col. 2, formula (I)), which is identical to the claimed formula (I), when in the reference's 
formula (I), n = 0, Rl represents a substituted or un substituted alkyl radical, X is hydrogen atom 
and R2-R5 are hydrogen atoms as claimed in claims 1-7 (see col. 2, lines 14-39). Aoki et al. (US' 
686) also teaches a formula in which R3 and R4 are alkyl radicals which reads on the compound 
N-(5-hydroxy-4,4-dimethyl-2-oxo-l,2,3,4-teterahydroquinolin-6-yl)acetamide as claimed in 
claims 8 and 9 (see col. 2, line 19), wherein the coupler presents in the amount of 1X10"^ 
(0.001%) which within the minimimi claimed range as claimed in claim 10 (see col. 22, line 55), 
wherein the composition further comprises oxidation bases of phenylenediamines as claimed in 
claim 11 (see col. 13, lines 55-63) and water as a medium suitable for dyeing (see col. 19, line 
62) . Aoke et al. (US' 586) teaches all the Umitation of the instant claims. Hence, Aoki et al. 
(US' 586) anticipates the claims. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-14 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The prior art of record do not teach or disclose the limitations of the 
claims. 

3. Claims 1 5-36 are allowed because the prior art of record do not teach or disclose a 
method for dyeing keratinous fibers and kits comprising the dyeing composition as claimed. 

Conclusion 

4 The remaining references listed on from 1449 have been reviewed by the examiner and 
are considered to be cumulative to or less material than the prior art references relied upon in the 
rejection above.
